NOTE 


THE  late  Louis  J.  Boury,  of  Brooklyn, 
was  born  in  Baltimore.  Being  sent 
to  France  to  school  he  developed  marked 
artistic  talent  and  became  a  pupil  of  Horace 
Vernet.  During  the  fifties,  when  this  collec- 
tion was  made,  he  was  associated  with  many 
artists  who  since  have  become  famous.  His 
pictures,  however,  were  not  acquired  from  a 
collector's  standpoint,  but  rather  from  that 
of  the  amateur,  and  represent  a  selection 
made  through  personal  association  and  the 
desire  to  surround  himself  with  beautiful 
things. 

Returning  home  in  the  sixties,  Mr.  Boury 
brought  the  collection  to  the  family  residence 
at  190  Columbia  Heights,  Brooklyn,  where 
it  hung  for  over  forty  years,  and  where 
Mr.  Boury  died.
